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TO  THE  COALVILLE  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report  respecting 
the  health  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1914. 

From  my  monthly  reports  the  Council  have  been  kept  informed  respecting 
the  individual  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease.  They  are  also  conversant 
with  the  general  sanitary  condition  and  physical  features  of  the  district. 
But  in  compliance  with  a Memorandum  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  the 
Annual  Reports  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health  are  required  to  embody 
information  respecting  facts  and  conditions,  which  though  well  known 
locally,  are  necessary  for  the  information  of  that  Board. 

In  1892  the  Coalville  Urban  District  was  formed  from  the  parishes  of 
Whitwick  and  Hugglescote  and  portions  of  the  parishes  of  Bardon, 
Ravenstone-cum-Snibstone  and  Swannington,  It  consists  of  three  wards, 
the  Coalville  or  Central,  the  Hugglescote  or  North,  and  the  Whitwick  or 
South  wards  ; corresponding  mainly  to  the  original  villages  of  Coalville, 
Hugglescote  and  Whitwick. 

The  area  comprises  5880  acres  exclusive  of  area  covered  by  water.  To 
this  was  added  in  1912,  60  acres  from  the  parishes  of  Ravenstone  and 
Swannington. 

According  to  the  census  of  1911,  the  population  of  the  Urban  District 
was  18,550.  The  estimated  pojmlation  of  the  whole  district  to  the  middle 
of  1914  is  19,650  ; the  estimated  ward  population  being  : Coalville  9,370, 
H ugglescote  5,936,  Whitwick  4,344.  The  number  of  inhabited  houses  in 
1911  was  3,932,  giving  a population  per  inhabited  house  of  4 '7. 

To  the  close  of  1913,  155  houses  had  been  erected,  giving  at  end  of  1913, 
4,087  inhabited  houses.  During  1914,  59  houses  have  been  erected,  4 being 
closed  or  demolished,  giving  a nett  addition  of  55  ; which  to  estimated 
population  gives  a house  population  of  4*7. 

The  people  of  the  district  are  mostly  employed  in  coal  mining,  railway 
wagon  making,  quarrying  stone  for  macadam,  and  brick  making.  4 here  are 
also  elastic  web  and  hosiery  factories.  The  densest  population  is  in  the 
centres  of  the  original  villages  ; and  the  surrounding  country  is  still  rural, 
and  agriculture  employs  a fair  number  of  people. 

The  surface  is  mainly  undulating  excepting  in  the  North  Ward  where  the 
surface  rises  to  the  height  of  700  feet  above  sea  level,  and  is  much  broken 
up  by  the  out-crop  of  granitic  rock,  forming  a part  of  Char n wood  Forest. 

The  subsoil  is  mostly  clay,  with  occasional  patches  of  gravel  or  sand. 

BIRTH  RATE. 

During  the  year  1914,  599  births  were  registered  consisting  of  319  males 
and  280  females;  giving  a birth  rate  of  30  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  27 
per  1,000  for  the  previous  year.  Of  these  births  15  were  illegitimate.  The 
average  birth  rate  for  the  last  ten  years  was  32  5.  Thus  it  is  somewhat 
below  the  average  of  the  last  ten  years,  but  somewhat  higher  than  the  rate 
of  the  last  three  years.  This  birth  rate  is  higher  than  the  rate  for  the 
country  generally  ; but  the  age-constitution  of  a new  industrial  district 
accounts  for  this  advantage. 
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MORTALITY  RATES. 

During  1914,  229  deaths  occurred  in  the  district,  giving  a death  rate  of 
11*6,  compared  with  12T  for  the  previous  year. 

In  addition  to  these,  22  deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  the  district 
occurred  outside  the  district.  Adding  these  to  those  occurring  locally  gives 
a nett  death  rate  of  12*7. 

The  following  Table  I.  gives  the  Ward  population  estimated  to  the  middle 
of  1914,  the  number  of  deaths  and  death  rate  in  each  Ward  and  for  the 
whole  district.

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1913  was  lit). 
Thus  for  the  Urban  District  the  rate  is  higher  in  each  Ward  and  in  the 
whole  district  than  for  the  country  generally  in  the  proportion  of  135  to  110. 
The  average  for  this  district  for  the  last  ten  years  was  138,  so  that  there  is 
a slight  improvement  on  that  figure  for  the  year  1914.  Still  the  mortality 
is  markedly  excessive.  It  means  that  one  child  dies  out  of  every  eight  born 
before  it  is  12  months  old.  This  result  is  somewhat  disappointing  in  view^ 
of  the  important  work  done  by  the  Health  Visitors,  appointed  under  the 
Notification  of  Births  Act  since  1911.  Looking  more  closely  into  the  details 
of  this  mortality,  we  find  the  certified  causes  as  follow  :

It  will  be  noticed  that  Premature  Birth,  Atrophy,  Debility  and  Marasmus 
account  for  41  deaths,  just  over  one  half  of  the  total  deaths  amongst  infants. 
It  is  difficult  to  say  to  what  extent  the  deaths  in  this  group  are  due  to 
congenital  causes,  and  to  what  extent  to  unfavourable  circumstances  operating 
after  birth.  The  larger  proportion  of  those  classed  as  due  to  Premature 
Birth  a-  e due  to  congenital  causes. 

Those  due  to  Diarrhoea,  Enteritis  and  Gastritis  belong  to  a more  readily 
preventible  class.  The  prevention  of  these  is  concerned  with  the  general 
sanitary  environment,  both  inside  and  around  the  home,  more  particularly 
with  the  nature  of  the  food,  its  suitability  or  otherwise  for  infants,  and  also 
its  cleanliness  both  in  storage  and  preparation. 

Eight  deaths  were  attributed  to  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs.  These 
are  largely  preventible  by  proper  nursing  and  clothing,  and  a more  general 
use  of  woollen  material,  instead  of  cotton,  flannelette,  etc. 

Only  two  cases  are  attributed  to  Tuberculosis ; and  three  Cases  to  the 
ordinary  zymotic  diseases,  viz.  : — Two  due  to  Diphtheria,  and  one  to  Whoop- 
ing Cough.  No  fewer  than  three  deaths  resulted  from  overlying.

From  the  fore-going  table  it  will  be  seen 

(1)  That  29  deaths  were  due  to  Tuberculous  disease,  as  compared  with  23 
for  the  previous  year.  Nineteen  were  due  to  Phthisis  (Pulmonary  Tubercu- 
losis), and  10  to  Tuberculosis  of  other  parts. 

(2)  Twenty-three  were  due  to  zymotic  disease,  as  compared  with  33  for 
1913.  This  will  be  dealt  with  in  a subsequent  table. 

(3)  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  caused  31  deaths  as  compared  with  39  for 
the  previous  year. 

(4)  Heart  disease  caused  13  deaths,  as  compared  with  21  for  1913.  Two 
deaths  were  attributed  to  Bheumatic  Fever.

(5)  Cancer  accounted  for  13  deaths— the  same  number  as  the  previous 
year. 

(6)  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  resulted  in  15  deaths,  as  compared  with  19 
for  1913.  Three  of  these  were  certified  as  Summer  Diarrhoea  and  2 as 
Epidemic  Diarrhoea. 

(7)  There  were  no  fewer  than  14  deaths  due  to  violence.  Three  of  these 
were  in  infants  caused  by  suffocation  from  overlying.  Three  resulted  from 
burns,  one  from  drowning,  and  5 from  injuries  sustained  in  the  course  of 
employment.  Two  were  street  accidents,  one  being  a cycle  and  the  other  a 
motor  accident.

Thus  L06  may  be  regarded  as  a fairly  favourable  rate.  It  compares  with 
D7  of  the  previous  year.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  not  a single  death 
occurred  from  Typhoid  Fever,  Measles  or  Scarlatina  ; although  the  last  was 
fairly  prevalent  throughout  the  year. 

A brief  account  follows  respecting  the  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease 
during  the  year  1914. 

MEASLES. 

During  1914  the  district  was  fairly  free  from  Measles.  The  epidemic  of 
1910  and  subsequently  had  used  up  all  the  susceptible  children  and  conse- 
quently the  outbreaks  never  assumed  epidemic  proportions.  Several  public 
authorities  have  made  compulsory  the  notification  of  the  first  case  of  Measles 
occurring  in  a home,  and  the  same  precaution  might  be  adopted  in  the  case 
of  Whooping  Cough. 


SCARLATINA. 

Seventy-five  cases  of  Scarlatina  were  notified  during  the  year  : 24  in 
Coalville,  22  in  Hugglescote,  and  29  in  Whitwick.  In  only  a few  houses 
were  the  facilities  for  isolation  adequate,  and  second,  third  and  even  fourth 
cases  were  not  uncommon  in  the  same  family.  An  additional  two  wards  to 
the  Isolation  Hospital  would  have  been  a material  measure  in  arresting  the 
spread  of  the  disease.  Fortunately,  notwithstanding  its  prevalence,  it  was 
of  a mild  type,  and  not  a single  death  occurred  from  this  cause.  Systematic 
enquiry  into  the  milk  supply  was  made,  but  any  connection  with  the  cases 
could  not  be  traced. 


WHOOPING  COUGH. 

During  the  spring  of  1914,  numerous  cases  occurred  in  the  Hugglescote 
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Ward  ; and  later  in  the  year  a few  cases  appeared  in  the  Coalville  and 
Whit  wick  Wards.  Like  Measles  it  is  not  popularly  considered  a serious 
disease  ; and  few  practise  any  precautions  to  arrest  its  spread.  Its  insidious 
beginning  and  long  duration  militate  against  preventive  measures.  It  was 
responsible  for  one  death. 


ENTERIC  FEVER. 

Four  cases  only  were  notified,  as  compared  with  2 for  1913,  and  6 for 
1912.  Two  of  these  occurred  in  Coalville,  and  one  each  in  Hugglescote  and 
Whitwick.  No  fatality  occurred.  In  each  case  the  water  supply  was 
examined,  but  in  none  of  the  cases  did  it  appear  to  play  any  part  in  the 
causation  of  the  illness.  There  is  nothing  more  remarkable  from  a health 
point  of  view  in  the  whole  district  than  the  steady  and  persistent  decline  in 
the  number  of  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever.  In  this  respect  the  public  supply 
of  pure  water,  the  sewerage,  and  the  improved  scavenging  have  had  a 
marked  effect 


DIPHTHERIA. 

During  1914,  44  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified,  as  compared  with  42 
for  the  previous  year.  Five  deaths  occurred,  giving  a case  mortality  of 
nearly  one  in  nine.  Most  of  the  cases  were  “contact”  cases.  The  milk 
supply  was  enquired  into,  but  owing  to  the  difficulties  connected  with  mixing 
from  different  farms,  one  failed  to  conclusively  trace  any  connection  with 
the  outbreak.  The  free  bacteriological  examination  afforded  by  the  Council 
was  not  taken  much  advantage  of,  but  anti-diphtheritic  serum,  supplied  at 
the  cost  of  the  Authority,  was  used  in  a large  proportion  of  the  cases.  The 
age  period  5 — 15,  bore  the  chief  incidence  of  the  disease,  45  of  the  cases 
occurring  amongst  children  between  5 and  15.  This,  of  course,  covers  the 
school  period,  and  a certain  number  appeared  to  have  probably  originated 
from  unsuspected  “carriers”  amongst  school  children. 

Amongst  the  preventive  measures  were  exclusion  from  school  of  children 
from  affected  houses,  isolation  as  far  as  practicable  in  the  home,  and  the  use 
of  disinfectants. 


GASTRO  INTESTINAL  AILMENTS. 

Under  this  head  are  included  the  illnesses  described  as  Epidemic  Diarrhoea, 
Enteritis,  Summer  Diarrhoea,  and  G astro-enteritis  From  these  causes  15 
deaths  occurred,  as  compared  with  19  for  the  previous  year.  During  the 
summer  of  1914  there  were  several  sporadic  cases  of  Diarrhoea,  mostly  due 
to  improper  feeding ; but  there  was  no  prevalence  of  Epidemic  Diarrhoea. 

TUBERCULOUS  DISEASE. 

During  1914,  20  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  reported,  and  six 
cases  of  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis.  During  the  year  29  deaths  occurred, 
as  compared  with  23  for  1913.  Nineteen  of  these  were  due  to  Phthisis, 
and  ten  to  Tuberculosis  of  brain,  bones  or  glands.  Thus  nearly  one-eighth 
of  the  total  number  of  deaths  was  due  to  Tuberculosis.  This  is  somewhat 
in  excess  of  the  average  for  the  last  ten  years.  It  may  be  still  too  early  to 
look  for  any  marked  difference  in  the  amount  of  Tuberculosis  amongst  the 
community  ; but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  preventive  and  curative  measures 
of  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  County  Council  and  Insurance  Committee 
may  presently  reveal  themselves  in  a diminished  death  rate  from  this  cause. 

As  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  my  impression  is  that  the  best  work  can  be 
done  in  two  directions. 

(1)  By  the  detection  of  the  early  cases  — those  cases  for  instance  in 
contact  with  notified  cases  ; where  the  disease  has  not  yet  manifested 
symptoms  sufficient  to  cause  the  person  to  seek  medical  advice.  Such  also 
are  the  cases  in  which  curative  treatment  would  be  most  successful.

(2)  By  the  isolation  of  advanced  cases  in  which  the  sputum  is  laden  with 
the  Tubercle  bacilli,  and  many  of  whom  return  from  Sanitoria  to  homes 
occupied  to  the  point  of  overcrowding,  and  notwithstanding  their  training 
at  these  institutions,  form  fresh  foci  of  infection  amongst  those  with  whom 
they  live.  Thus  I believe  the  detection  of  early  cases,  and  the  more  efficient 
isolation  of  the  advanced  cases  would  prove  fruitful  factors  in  the  diminution 
of  the  number  of  persons  suffering  and  dying  from  this  disease. 

HOUSE  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  house  accommodation  is  fairly  satisfactory.  The  district  is  still 
largely  rural  and  in  the  circumstances  there  are  few  difficulties  in  complying 
with  the  requirements  as  to  air  space,  etc  , necessary  for  healthy  dwellings. 
In  a few  of  the  older  rows,  the  lighting,  ventilation  and  amount  of  cubic- 
space,  particularly  in  the  bedrooms,  leave  a good  deal  to  be  desired. 

Most  of  the  newer  houses  are  of  a satisfactory  standard,  both  in  the 
matter  of  construction  and  in  the  provision  of  light,  air  space  and  ventila- 
tion. 

During  the  year  59  new  houses  have  been  erected  and  four  closed  or 
demolished,  giving  a nett  gain  of  55.  To  the  population  estimated  to  the 
middle  of  1914,  this  gives  a house  rate  of  4-7 — the  same  figure  as  for  the 
census  year  1911.

The  defects  were  mostly  in  drainage,  roofs,  dampness,  ventilation,  and,  in 
a few,  insufficient  cubic  space  and  defective  paving. 

There  are  several  old  rows  and  old  houses,  which  necessitate  continued 
attention  on  the  part  of  the  Authority,  but  most  of  these  are  now  connected 
with  the  public  sewers,  and  have  a supply  of  pure  water  laid  on. 

OVERCROWDING. 

During  the  year  1914,  16  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  dealt  w ith.  A 
few  of  these  came  to  light  on  enquiries  being  made  re  infectious  illness  in 
the  houses.  No  legal  proceedings  under  this  head  were  taken. 

SEWERAGE. 

Both  the  Kelham  Bridge  and  Snarrows  Sewage  Farms  have  worked 
satisfactorily.  The  effluents  have  been  regularly  examined  and  found 
satisfactory. 

No  less  than  one-and-a-half  miles  of  new  sewerage  have  been  laid,  exten- 
sions having  been  made  along  Ravenstone  Lane,  Bonington  Lane,  and 
Bardon  Road.  Further,  the  18-inch  outfall  sewer  at  Donington-le-Heath 
has  been  re-laid. 

Fifty-three  ashpit  privies  have  been  converted  into  water  closets  during 
the  year. 
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Approximately  the  Sanitary  conveniences  at  the  end  of  the  year  were  as

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  continues  abundant  and  pure.  It  is  obtained  by 
pumping  from  a deep  well  in  the  sandstone  measures.  It  is  of  a high 
standard  of  organic  purity,  but  has  a high  factor  of  permanent  hardness. 
An  extension  of  the  mains  in  Pardon  Road  and  Meadow  Lane,  to  the  extent 
of  1,060  yards,  has  been  completed. 

During  1914,  1 14  houses  have  been  connected  with  the  public  supply, 
making  a total  of  3,367  now  taking  this  supply. 

Analyses  of  15  well  waters  have  been  made  during  the  year,  resulting  in 
7 being  condemned  as  unfit  for  domestic  use,  2 being  described  as  of  an 
inferior  or  suspicious  character,  and  6 have  been  described  as  usable  waters. 

Samples  of  the  public  supply  have  been  regularly  analysed  and  found  of 
excellent  quality. 

SCAVENGING. 

The  use  of  dust-bins  continues  to  become  more  general.  The  conversion 
of  ash-pit  privies  into  water  closets  is  making  efficient  scavenging  less 
difficult.  The  refuse  of  manorial  value  is  disposed  of  upon  agricultural  land. 
The  dry  ash  is  carted  to  suitable  tips. 

SCHOOLS. 

During  the  summer  holidays,  all  the  schools  are  systematically  cleansed 
and  disinfected  by  the  Authority.  With  the  exception  of  three  they  are 
all  supplied  with  water  from  the  public  mains.  An  inspection  of  the  general 
sanitary  condition  of  each  school  has  been  made. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

These  have  been  regularly  inspected  and  have  been  found  in  a fairly 
satisfactory  state.  Several  minor  improvements  have  been  effected  in  several 
of  them.  The  removal  of  refuse  and  offal  occasions  intermittent  nuisance 
to  those  living  in  the  vicinity,  and,  as  the  density  of  population  increases, 
the  advantages  of  a public  abattoir  suitably  placed  will  be  manifest. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

. These  have  been  regularly  visited  throughout  the  year,  and  continue  in  a 
fairly  satisfactory  state.  With  the  exception  of  two  they  are  supplied  with 
water  from  the  public  mains. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILK  SHOP  ORDER, 

Systematic  cleansing  has  been  regularly  insisted  upon,  and  several  minor 
improvements  have  been  effected  in  the  method  of  storage  and  distribution 
of  milk.  In  view  of  the  prevalence  of  Scarlatina  and  Diphtheria,  special 
enquiry  respecting  the  milk  supply  led  indirectly  to  not  a few  improvements 
in  these  places.  But  the  mixing  of  milk  in  dairies  and  by  farmers  even 
before  deliveries  to  customers  or  retail  dairies  made  it  difficult  to  trace  in 
any  particular  case  the  milk  supply. 

Its  bearing  on  Tuberculosis  was  borne  in  mind,  but  locally  there  did  not 
appear  any  evidence  of  children  infected  from  a bovine  source. 
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ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

The  only  provision  is  an  Iron  Hospital,  situated  in  Hugglescote,  with  one 
ward  of  six  beds.  This  is  wholly  inadequate  for  a district  with  nearly 
20,000  people,  and  the  fact  that  in  many  homes  there  were  two,  three  and 
even  four  cases  of  Scarlatina  or  Diphtheria,  makes  it  evident  that  more 
adequate  provision  is  urgent.  At  least  other  two  wards  of  six  beds  each 
are  required. 

A super-heated  Steam  Disinfector  is  also  required  and  could  be 
conveniently  fixed  in  the  Hospital  field. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT  (1901). 

In  several  of  the  factories  minor  defects  have  been  remedied.  Still  an 
improvement  in  the  provision  of  sanitary  conveniences  in  several  of  the 
factories  is  desirable. 


HOMEWORK. 

Homework  is  carried  on  only  to  a limited  extent,  and  intermittently. 
Seaming  hosiery  from  manufacturers  in  Leicester  or  Loughborough  is  done 
in  a few  of  the  houses.  “ Chevening  ” (stitching  fancy  work  on  stockings) 
also  employs  a few  out-workers.  Two  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurred 
in  two  such  houses,  and  special  precautions,  as  detailed  in  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  report,  were  taken.  None  of  the  local  manufacturers  employ 
out-workers. 

Appended  to  this  report  is  the  very  interesting  summary  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  work  for  the  year  1914,  to  which  I would  respectfully  direct 
your  attention. 

The  usual  returns — Tables  I. — IV. — required  by  the  Local  Government 
Board,  and  the  return  relative  to  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  are  also 
appended.

In  Column  12  is  to  be  entered  the  number  in  Column  6,  corrected  by 
subtraction  of  the  number  in  Column  8 and  by  addition  of  the  number  in 
Column  9.  Deaths  in  Column  10  are  to  be  similarly  corrected  by  subtraction 
of  the  deaths  under  1,  included  in  the  number  given  in  Column  8,  and  by 
addition  of  the  deaths  under  1 included  in  the  number  given  in  Column  9. 

f The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  will  be  able  from  the  Returns  made  to 
him  by  the  local  Registrar  of  Deaths,  as  well  as  from  the  quarterly  lists 
furnished  by  the  Registrar- General,  to  fill  in  Column  8 in  accordance  with 
the  rule  in  the  next  paragraph  below.  The  Registrar-General,  either  directly 
or  through  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  will  supply  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  with  the  particulars  of  deaths  to  be  entered  in  Column  9 ; 
and  all  such  deaths  must  be  included  in  this  Column,  unless  an  error  is 
detected,  and  its  correction  has  been  accepted  by  the  Registrar-General. 
For  Column  4 the  Registrar-General  will  furnish  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  a Statement  of  the  number  of  Births  needing  to  be  added  to  or 
subtracted  from  the  total  supplied  by  the  local  Registrar. 

{ “ Transferable  Deaths  ” are  deaths  of  persons  who,  having  a fixed  or 
usual  esidence  in  England  or  Wales,  die  in  a district  other  than  that  in 
which  they  resided.  The  deaths  of  persons  without  fixed  or  usual  residence, 
e.g  , casuals,  must  not  be  included  in  Columns  8 or  9 except  in  certain 
instances  under  3 ( b ) below.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  will  state  in 
Column  8 the  number  of  transferable  deaths  of  non-residents  ” which  are 
to  be  deducted,  and  will  state  in  Column  9 the  number  of  deaths  of 
" residents  ” registered  outside  the  district  which  are  to  be  added  in  calcu- 
lating the  nett  death-rate  of  his  district. 

The  following  special  cases  arise  as  to  Transferable  Deaths  : — 

(1)  Persons  dying  in  Institutions  for  the  sick  or  infirm,  such  as  hospitals, 
lunatic  asylums,  workhouses,  and  nursing  homes  (but  not  almshouses),  must 
be  regarded  as  residents  of  the  district  in  which  they  had  a fixed  or  usual 
residence  at  the  time  of  admission.  If  the  person  dying  in  an  Institution 
had  no  fixed  residence  at  the  time  of  admission,  the  death  is  not  transferable. 
If  the  patient  has  been  directly  transferred  from  one  such  Institution  to 
another,  the  death  is  transferable  to  the  district  of  residence  at  the  time  of 
admission  to  the  first  Institution. 

(2)  The  deaths  of  infants  born  and  dying  within  a year  of  birth  in  an 
Institution  to  which  the  mother  was  admitted  for  her  confinement  should 
be  referred  to  the  district  of  fixed  or  usual  residence  of  the  parent. 

(3)  Deaths  from  Violence  are  to  be  referred  (a)  to  the  district  of  residence, 
under  the  general  rule  ; (6)  if  this  district  is  unknown,  or  the  deceased  had 
no  fixed  abode,  to  the  district  where  the  accident  occurred,  if  known  ; 
(c)  failing  this,  to  the  district  where  death  occurred,  if  known  ; and  (d)  failing 
this,  to  the  district  where  the  body  was  found.

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

The  three  Common  Lodging  Houses  at  Whitwick  have  been  maintained 
in  a satisfactory  state.  There  have  been  no  cases  of  Overcrowding  or  of 
Infectious  Disease.  Twelve  day  inspections  and  two  midnight  inspections 
have  been  made.  The  houses  have  been  twice  limewashed  throughout 
during  the  year  at  the  statutory  periods.  The  total  number  of  lodgers 
accommodated  for  the  year  was  11,337,  against  10,573  for  1913,  and  9,803 
for  1912.  The  Lodging  Houses  are  amply  big  enough  and  have  previously 
accommodated  considerably  over  20,000  lodgers  per  year. 

SCAVENGING. 

During  the  year  2,933  loads  of  refuse  were  removed,  compared  with  2,780 
in  1913.  The  increasing  use  of  dust-bins  is  again  indicated  by  the  fact  that 
5,249  of  these  have  been  emptied,  against  4,359  in  1913.  The  refuse  which 
has  manurial  value  is  disposed  of  upon  agricultural  land.  rlhe  dry  ash  and 
dust-bin  refuse  generally  is  carted  to  a suitable  tip. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  amount  of  Infectious  Disease  in  the  district  was  again  below  average. 
Disinfectants  are  supplied  to  all  cases,  and  other  precautionary  means  are 
provided  on  a liberal  scale.  112  houses  have  been  disinfected  during  the 
year.  This  includes  25  disinfections  due  to  Phthisis  and  other  cases.  During 
the  mid-summer  holidays  nine  schools  were  disinfected  as  a general  precau- 
tionary measure. 

Opportunity  has  been  taken  as  usual  to  remedy  any  sanitary  defects  found 
existing  on  premises  where  the  infectious  cases  have  occurred. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Nearly  three-quarters  of  a mile  of  new  water  main  have  been  laid  during 
the  year,  and  114  houses  have  been  newly  connected  up  to  the  water  supply 
system.  As  the  total  number  of  houses  now  supplied  with  town  water 
amounts  to  3366  accounting  for  88  p.c.  of  the  population  served  by  the 
mains  there  is  not  scope  for  the  rate  of  progress,  in  displacing  original 
supplies,  which  was  shewn  a year  or  two  ago.  The  half-yearly  analyses  of 
the  Town  Water,  as  usual,  shew  it  to  be  of  excellent  quality. 

HOUSE  DRAINAGE. 

Twenty-one  properties  have  been  re-drained  during  the  year,  against 
27  last  year,  and  18  in  1912.  In  the  latter  year  it  was  stated  that 
sanitary  improvements  of  this  character  might  be  expected  to  shew  a tendency 
to  decrease.  The  reason  why  this  decrease  has  not  yet  shewn  itself  distinctly 
over  an  average  of  years  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  effect  of  the  constant  efforts 
made  to  persuade  owners  to  instal  water  closets,  upon  the  older  properties. 
During  the  year  privies  have  been  displaced  by  water  closets  in  53  cases  as 
compared  with  54  last  year  and  65  in  1912. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

These  have  been  inspected  as  usual  both  in  the  ordinary  way  and  at 
“ killing  ” time.  Fifty  inspections  have  been  made  in  all.  Limewashing 
has  been  satisfactorily  carried  out  as  required,  and  generally  speaking  there 
has  been  less  than  the  usual  number  of  offences  and  complaints  The  recent 
extension  of  the  Sewerage  System  to  drain  the  small  area  recently  added  to 
this  District  has  led  to  the  drainage,  at  considerable  expense,  of  a large  but 
somewhat  remotely  situated  Slaughter  House.  This  Slaughter  House,  which 
is  the  largest  in  the  District,  is  of  modern  construction  and  well  appointed 
generally  and  this  drainage  was  badly  needed  in  order  to  remedy  what  was 
comparatively  speaking,  the  one  serious  defect  of  the  premises. 
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DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILK  SHOPS  ORDER,  1885,  etc. 

Ninety-eight  inspections  have  been  made  under  this  Order,  12  of  which 
have  been  during  milking  time.  A number  of  sanitary  improvements  have 
been  made,  the  largest  of  these  being  the  complete  and  comprehensive 
re-drainage,  re-constructing  cowsheds,  foldyard,  re-paving,  etc.,  in  connection 
with  one  large  farm. 

Several  of  the  Dairies  supply  milk  to  the  Dairies  Supply  Co  , London,  W., 
and  reports  are  furnished  to  this  company  respecting  these  Dairies  on 
request.  All  Dairies  are  supplied  with  town  water  where  the  mains  pass 
within  available  distance.  The  milch  cows  in  the  district  appear  to  be  of 
good  average  standard. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT  (1901). 

The  Workshops,  Bakehouses,  etc.,  have,  as  usual,  been  maintained  in 
generally  good  state,  but  it  has  been  necessary  to  insist  upon  the  periodical 
lime  washing  required  in  the  case  of  the  latter.  Forty  inspections  have  been 
made  of  the  bakehouses.  The  sanitary  condition  of  these  remains  good, 
but  no  structural  alterations  of  moment  have  taken  place  during  the  year. 

With  reference  to  the  Outworkers,  two  cases  of  work  being  carried  on 
upon  infected  premises  came  to  light.  In  both  cases  all  the  material  affected 
was  seized  and  steeped  in  strong  disinfectant  and  in  one  of  the  cases,  the 
parties  concerned  were  required  to  appear  before  the  Council  to  shew  cause 
why  further  steps  should  not  be  taken  against  them.  Cases  of  Infectious 
Disease  or  unhealthy  surroundings  in  connection  with  home  work  are  very 
effectively  brought  to  light  by  a check  system  which  is  in  vogue,  and  which 
is  necessary  as  it  is  not  always  possible  to  keep  trace  of  every  individual, 
and  often  temporary,  worker  who  engages  in  “seaming  ” and  “ chevening  ” 
work  given  out  from  numerous  depots  in  the  District.  The  Factories  in  the 
District  do  not  employ  outworkers  and  the  workshops  only  do  so  to  a very 
small  extent. 

In  connection  with  the  Factories  in  the  District,  attention  has  been 
directed  to  the  sanitary  conditions  obtaining  in  these  and  minor 
improvements  in  connection  with  the  water  closets  and  latrines  have  been 
made.  As  this  class  of  convenience  is  now  all  but  general  in  these  factories, 
there  is  little  further  to  be  done  in  this  direction  except  in  the  way  of 
supervision.  In  a large  factory  now  being  considerably  extended  the 
requirements  of  the  act  as  to  sufficient  and  separate  accommodation  were 
adequately  made  clear  at  the  commencement  of  building  operations,  and  the 
necessary  water-closets  are  to  be  added  as  required.  In  last  year’s  report 
this  factory  was  referred  to  as  one  in  which  the  permanent  means  and  final 
type  of  sanitary  accommodation  had  not  yet  been  provided.  The  outside 
iron  staircase  to  provide  emergency  means  of  exit  in  the  case  of  another 
factory,  referred  to  in  last  year’s  report  as  being  in  hand,  has  this  year  been 
provided  and  fixed  and  left  in  proper  working  order. 

HOUSING  AND  TOWN  PLANNING  ACT  (1901). 

While  a much  smaller  number  of  inspections  has  been  recorded,  277,  the 
year  has  been  one  of  considerable  activity  with  the  work  under  this  Act. 
By  reason  of  the  inspections  a general  survey  has  resulted  of  the  greater 
part  of  the  poorest  property  in  the  district,  and  the  bulk  of  the  work  under 
the  act  this  year,  has  been  in  connection  with  inspections  made  in  former 
years  and  dealing  with  cases  where  there  was  proof  forthcoming  that  the 
heavy  charges  on  the  property,  entailed  by  requirements  which  the  Council 
felt  compelled  to  make,  rendered  it  necessary  to  devise  means,  over  a period 
of  time,  of  financially  meeting  the  position  In  one  case  of  20  cottages, 
in  which  the  initial  notices  are  over  two  years  old,  it  has  been  necessary 
to  obtain  the  sanction  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  to  a loan  of  considerable 
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proportions  in  order  to  complete  the  work  required.  In  another  similar 
property  of  21  cottages,  the  drainage  and  new  water  closets  are  now  provided 
but  the  owner  can  only  arrange  to  finish  the  repairs  and  renovations  to 
the  houses  individually  and  has  dealt  with  five  up-to-date.  In  a further 
case  the  owner  has  entered  into  an  agreement  to  extensively  alter  five 
cottages  if  the  Council  will  defer  closing  proceedings  until  the  spring,  so 
that  a little  further  time  and  the  chance  of  better  weather  may  be  obtained. 

Of  the  84  houses  in  which  alterations  and  improvements  were  effected 
only  38  arose  out  of  this  year’s  inspection.  Seven  Closing  Orders  were 
made,  and  six  cases  arose  where  Closing  Orders  were  deferred  owing  to  the 
owners  realising  the  position,  and  giving  satisfactory  guarantees  to  carry 
through  the  Council’s  requirements. 
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
